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WORLD SHOWCASE 
BRINGS COMMUNITY 


OF NATIONS TO LIFE 


Circling the waters of the World Showcase Lagoon, you now 
find the makings of nine truly unique buildings, which be- 
ginning October 1, 1982, create a new world within Epcot 
Center. This week, the EYES & EARS brings you a capsulized 
view of these nine pavilions and what they'll offer. 


CANADA 

Youll travel from a Northwest Indian Village to a 19th- 
century French chateau and through the winding, narrow 
streets of Quebec City in the Canada pavilion. A Circle- 
vision 360 presentation entitled "O Canada” captures the 
many aspects of Canada’s vast wilderness — North 
America's greatest frontier. If you've come here with an ap- 
petite, you can taste the country’s fare at Le Cellier, a 
buffeteria-style restaurant seating 175. If it's Canadian trea- 
sures that intrique you, then visit the Trading Post, a 1,200- 
square-foot store offering decorative gifts brought to WDW 
“by Indians, Eskimos, and trappers.” 


UNITED KINGDOM 

Weve created a typically British setting — green lawns, 
gabled rooftops, rows of shops along cobblestone streets, 
and a quaint waterside pub — for the United Kingdom pavil- 
ion. In total, our’’U.K.” will house six shops selling everything 
from toys, tobacco, and, tea to kilts, china, and bakery de- 
lights. All this shopping could make you hungry, so stop by 
the Rose and Crown for a traditional steak and kidney pie. 
This restaurant can accommodate 100 in a sitting. Mean- 
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while, inside the Pub Room, you can choose from over 50 
varieties of bottled ale and beer and compete in a friendly 
game of darts. 


FRANCE 

The France pavilion, complete with the Eiffel Tower, lends 
an air of turn-of-the-century Paris to its visitors. Once inside, 
you ll discover four small shops — one gourmet, one wine, a 
book and art store, and an accessories shop. At the 
Patisserie-Boulangerie, you can taste the bakery treats 
France is renowned for; more hearty appetites might venture 






to Au Petit Cafe, a sidewalk cafe seating 45, or Le Chefs de 


France, serving French Provincial cuisine. 


JAPAN 

Gateways, pagodas, and beautiful gardens greet visitors 
at the Japan pavilion as feudal castle towers loom in the 
background, leaving no doubt that you are in the Orient. The 
pavilion’s design includes a department store covering al- 
most 8,000 square feet of shopping area where you'll discover 
a large assortment of traditionally Japanese merchandise. If 
you re craving Japanese cuisine, then you're in luck. Seated 
inside the Mitsukoshi Restaurant, you'll experience a 
Japanese cooking and eating extravaganza like no other, or 
try the Teniko, a tiny restaurant offering tempura-battered 
seafood and vegetables. A fast food establishment will com- 
plete Japan's eating repertoire, serving skewered Oriental

AMERICAN ADVENTURE 

With Ben Franklin and Mark Twain 
as your guides, you'll see more than 
350 years of America’s history and 
look toward our future — in just one 
short visit to this pavilion. American 
Adventure, presented by American 
Express and Coca-Cola, will include 
one restaurant, the Liberty Inn, 
serving what-else but good old, 
American hamburgers and hot dogs, 
fastfood style. 


ITALY 

At this pavilion, a Venetian canal 
guides you to Saint Mark's square, 
and artwork replicas symbolize the 
vast contributions that Italy has pro- 
vided the world for centuries. 
Another replica, this one of Doges 
Palace, includes three stores filled 
with fine art, jewelry, and crystal and 
a sit-down restaurant operated by 
Alfredo, The Original of Rome, 
where you'll feast on a variety of 
pasta, chicken, and veal. Adjacent to 
the restaurant's entrance, visitors 
will observe chefs making the noo- 
dles served in the restaurant from 
specially produced butter. 


GERMANY 

We'll celebrate Oktoberfest year- 
round at the Bavarian Biergarten 
and gaze at cuckoo clocks, porcelain 
dolls, and hand-carved music boxes 
in the Germany pavilion. Featuring 
replicas of this country’s world re- 
nowned sculpture, the pavilion will 
include seven shops altogether. A 
variety of Germany sausages, 
smoked pork, and sauerbraten are 
yours for the asking at the 350-seat 
biergarten, where traditional toasts, 
yodels and Alp horns abound. 


CHINA 

When the Disney film crew visited 
the People’s Republic of China re- 
cently, it was the first time in more 
than 30 years that a western film- 
making unit was allowed into the 
country. On opening day, the China 
pavilion will feature this show, un- 
covering some of the mysteries of 
China's many centuries, on a 360- 
degree theatre. 


MEXICO 

Beyond a towering Mayan 
pyramid, you'll enter a pueblo vil- 
lage complete with a “live” volcano 
spewing lava in the distance. A boat- 
ride through Mexico's colorful past 
emphasizes the cultures and con- 
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tributions of her early civilizations. At 
this pavilion, you'll have a choice of 
two different restaurants; the San 
Angel Inn, offering table service and 
a variety of authentic Mexican 
dishes; or the Cantina de San Angel, 
where you can get a quick treat of 
tacos and burritos. Browsing through 
Mexico's two shops, you can pur- 
chase many different gift items and 
accessories associated with this 
country. 





Epcot Center's World Showcase will be “a 
permanent international exhibition ... de- 
signed to bring together the people of the 
world in the true ‘family of man’ spirit ... to 
provide a unique opportunity for the nations of 
the world to communicate their culture and 
heritage, their tourism and trade, their history 
and dreams.” Walt Disney's greatest dream 
... Epcot Center. It’s based on this philosophy: 
to provide a forum where people can present 
new ideas and technology to help both the 
world's leaders and citizens to better under- 
stand the challenges that lie ahead and to 
discover possible solutions for them.

The Florida Audubon Society invited 
the group to partake in their fourth 
annual Canoe-a-thon on April 10 on 
the Wekiva River. Money raised by 
pledges for each mile canoed will go 
to the Audubon Society. Two canoe- 
ing distances are available for any- 
one interested — an eight-mile run 
from King’s Landing to Wekiva 
Marina, or a 19-miler from King’s 
Landing to Katies Landing. To par- 
ticipate, each canoe costs $14, limit 
two people per eight-mile run ($7 
each), three for the 19-mile run 
($4.34 apiece). Canoes will depart 
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from King’s Landing between 8 and 
10 a.m. | 

A week from now on March 27, the 
Environment Protection Group will 
tour the Central Florida Zoo in San- 
ford. Everyone is welcome to attend, 
and the group has arranged special 
rates: 75¢ for children 3-12, $1 for 
teens 13-17, and $1.50 for adults.
